The monthly meeting of the Parish Council 
was held on Thursday, 16th July at 7.30 pm in the 
Old Farmhouse. 

TESCO Re-development 

A group of residents attended the meeting to 
express concern at the re-development of the 
TESCO site. They invited the Councillors to a 
meeting with the District Council on 22nd July. 
Further discussions will ensue to reach an amica- 
ble conclusion. 

Co-option of 3 Parish Councillors 

There are now 3 vacancies on the Parish 
Council. Anyone interested in being co-opted 
should apply to the Clerk, in writing, before 
Wednesday 12th August so that co-options can 
take place on 13th August. 

Information Centre 

The insurance broker has not proceeded with 
his application for tenancy. However, a further 
application had been received from a gents’ 
hairdresser and this was approved by the Parish 
Council. 

Football Pitch 

A request to pay £394.24 for seeding/fertilis- 
ing of the pitch was granted by the Parish Coun- 
cil. However, the Clerk was requested to inform 
the Club that payments would not be granted for 


Council. 
Parish Council Workshop - Youth Facility 

Quotations and recommendations for the al- 
teration of this building had now been received 
and the Clerk would ask John Wilson to set up a 
committee of young people to advise what sort of 
facility the youth would want.

FOR PEAT’S SAKE. 


Do you know where peat comes from ? - not just from a bag from the garden centre ! It is extracted 
from heath or bog land and takes thousands of years to form as it grows only 1 or 2 mm. a year. 

While some bogland remains undamaged, much has been ruined by the extraction of peat at such 
a rate. This land is very important as many are ’SSSI’ - Sites of Special Scientific Interest. They are 
important breeding grounds for many birds; habitat of insects, snakes and lizards: specialist areas 
for fauna and flora. Scarce species exist in these areas, some nowhere else. Only one bog, in Wales 
is suill entirely natural and undamaged. 

In Ireland and Scotland, local people would hand cut peat as fuel, cut at a rate that nature could 
sustain. The mechanical extraction, using drainage and open quarrying is not sustainable. It leaves 
hundreds of acres devastated. Damage is also done to adjoining land because of the extraction. Areas 
which are not being drained are drying out because of the continuous damage on the land it is next 
to. Some companies are trying to improve their image, "transferring peatland to wildlife groups" - 
not explaining that this means they are willing to sell damaged land, and sending misleading videos 
to garden centres showing that their peat extraction does no harm ! 

Peat is used to help soil structure, and as a soil conditioner and fertilizer, when it is actually low 
in plant nutrients and breaks down quickly. Many good alternatives to peat are now available - 
including multicomposts, bulb fibre and growbags. Liquid plant foods, specially formulated to be 
used with peat free composts are also at hand ( or mix with your own good compost ... !). 

An excellent local stockist of peat alternatives is

TESCO sell peat and an alternative. TESCO is "currently switching sources of supply to ensure 
that peat products for the 1993 season will not be extracted from areas of SSSI": they do not intend 
to stop selling peat products. By this compromise they do not use their position as a major retailer 
to prevent more damage being done to these special places.
